COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1 .52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or

20 and in its dependent claims should be - program ~. Appropriate con-ection is 
required. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 101 

5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

6. Claims 20-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. A computer "programme" (or program) is per 
se nonstatutory as it does not fall into any of the enumerated statutory classes, namely. 
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a process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter. See the latest 101 
Guidelines for Subject Matter Eligibility promulgated by the USPTO in 2005. Applicant 
is strongly encouraged to include a "computer-readable medium" or similar language for 
holding computer-executable instructions which produce a "useful, concrete and 
tangible result." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-28 are allowable over the prior art of record.
